No pupil is entitled tohave his tuition 
paid under Chapter 08 of the Laws Of 
1903, until he has passed final and satis' 
factory examinations in all the common 
school studies. These examinations 
must be given by the Superintendent of 
School. A return of these examinations 
must be sent to the State Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools. If tho pupils, or any 
of them, show by their examinations 
that they are prepared to take High 
School work exclusively, then State aid 
will be given under tbe Chapter referred 
to above.

A Lot of Fun with “Just Spools.” 
There is a little boy who would 
rather have somebody give him a 
handful of spools than anything 
else in the world except, perhaps, 
marbles. He has discovered more 
wonderful things that can be done 
with spools than all other folks 
have so much as dreamed of. He 
began by having spool battles. 
He ranged his armies of a hun¬ 
dred or two hundred spools in regi¬ 
ments of twenty-five or so, with 
the medium spools for captains 
and colonels, and the largest for 
generals. One army he would 
place at the end of the long nursery 
and set the enemy up at the ex¬ 
treme other end. Then he and his 
small brother or sister, or anybody 
he could get to “fight” with him, 
would begin the fierce battle. 
Marbles of all sizes are used for 
shot and cannon balls. The play¬ 
ers take “shot about,” for they 
have found that if both fire at once 
the marbles are apt to meet mid¬ 
way of the nursery floor and stop 
short of hitting any of the spools, 
In these spool battles the little 
folks have learned all the military 
terms and much of the discipline 
and detail of army movement. 
They know how many men usual¬ 
ly fpnn. the different divisions and 
who leads them, even though the 
number of spools used cannot cor¬ 
respond. So exciting does the 
sport gfow that some of the grown¬ 
up cousins or uncles have frequent¬ 
ly been known to get down on their 
hands and knees to rally one side 
or the other that has suffered from 
the marble fire, and visitors have 
often been surprised to see a grown 
man flat on the floor excitedly call 
ing for more marbles and saying, 
“Just you wait till I knock that 
captain off his pins !” “Watch me 
give that general a black eye I” or 
“I’ll wipe that l9ft company of 
yours off the face of the earth.” 

Meanwhile the small boy whose 
army has been re-enforced by the 
grown-up, scurries around for mar¬ 
bles that will roll themselves 
under tables and sofas, and claps 
his hands and dances jigs for joy 
at every shot that tells on his 
enemy. And the small boy at the 
other end of the room tries his 
hardest to “sight true” and shift 
his men so that they are hard to 
hit, for of course, the one whose 
men are all “killed” first is beaten 
and has to let the conqueror have 
his pick of the marbles, and fire 
the first shot when “dead” spools 
get sot up again and another bat¬ 
tle is on. 

The biggest spools, those that 
are six-and eight inches long and 
are used on the big machines in 
factories, may be Ailed with solder 
or molten lead down the hole in 
the center, and used by small folks 
as dumb-bells. There is a little 
mission in Mew York where some 
fifty pairs of these were used in 
gymnastic classes most Successful¬ 
ly for months, until some kind 
friend contributed onougli of the 
real articles* Any big garment 
factory will be glad to give away 
any number of spools if some ono 
Will only carry them off. 

Of course every boy and girl 
knows how to “build” with spools. 

By setting the second row with 
their centers just over the crack 
botweon the t}vo spools below them 
a durable wail may bo made. The 
tiny silk and buttonhole twist 
spools make good door and win¬ 
dow .frames, fitting in finely be¬ 
side tiie big ones usod in the main 
walls. Then fill sorts of doll fur¬ 
niture can be fashioned of various 
sized; spools with the help of a lit¬ 
tle pasteboard ahd glue. Spools 
make find candlesticks, wheels for 
carts made of cotton of candy 
boxes and the, best sort Of soap 
bubble blow.ors. Indeed there arts 
SO many things that may be done 
With “just spools” that It \ybuld 
take a very long Story to tell thein 
all. Once you begin collecting

THE NUGGAR TANK. 

tbis Loathsome Spot Is One of the 
Sights of India. 

One of the innumerable curious sights 
of India is the Nuggar tank of Kura- 
ehi. In former times the crocodiles 
which inhabit it roamed the neighbor¬ 
hood at their will,* seeking whom they 
might devour, but so great were their 
depredations that the authorities were 
forced to build a wall round their 
haunt. This is a swamp, caused by 
hot springs, the medicinal virtues of 
which have been known from early 
times and are attributed to the sanctity 
of a Mohammedan whose tomb is close 
by and to whom the crocodiles are sa. 
cred. 

The tank, as it is called, is about 150 
yards long by about half that dis¬ 
tance in breadth. In this space one 
observer counted over 200 reptiles from 
eight to fifteen feet long and, smaller 
ones innumerable. They are so tame, 
in a sense, that it is necessary to poke 
them With a stick before they will 
move. 

Buffaloes are always standing in the 
water and are not attacked, but any 
other animal is instantly seized. “The 
whole appearance of the place,” says 
one writer, “with its green, slimy, 
stagnant water and so many of these 
huge, uncouth monsters moving slug¬ 
gishly about, is disgusting in the ex¬ 
treme, and it will long be remembered 
by me as the most loathsome spot I 
ever beheld.”—Chambers’ Journal. 


Almonds and Raisins, 

Nuts are the proteld kiugs among 
fruits. It is on them that the apes 
maintain much of their vigor. Thus 
the almond can be thoroughly masti¬ 
cated or else pounded or milled. It Is 
rich In oil as well as in proteld. 
Almonds and raisins, which are so 
often taken after a full meal, are, 
like cheese, absolutely a complete meal 
in themselves, so great Is our Ignorance 
about food values. It Is said of tho 
almond: Nut Cream is recommended 
for brain workers. It is made as fol¬ 
lows: Pound In a mortar or mince fine¬ 
ly three blanched almonds, two wal¬ 
nuts and two ounces of pine kernels. 
Steep overnight in orange or lemon 
juice. This Cream should be made 
fresh dally and may be used in the 
place of butter. Milk of almonds is 
made of kernels finely minced, with 
boiling water added. Almonds roast¬ 
ed to the color of amber are delicious 
to eat with biscuits or bread and but¬ 
ter, Grated in a nut mill they are good 
to serve with any kind of. stewed fruit. 
They ate useful medicinally because 
of their soothing and emollient proper¬ 
ties. They should always be blanched 
In hot water, the skins being indigesti¬ 
ble,
